Cymbidium do well 
planted in raised beds or grown in pots. Plant high so the base of 
the pseudo bulbs are at surface level, mulch with leaf mold to keep 
the compost on the acid side. Cymbidium must have good drainage. 

We use a potting soil of 2 parts leaf mola, 1 part top soil and 1 
Part nea gravel -or decomposed granite. Use plenty of broken vots or 
coarse gravel in the bottom of the pot.
